Week in the Legislnture 
By T. B)- Windross 


The week just past has witnessed 
important matters taking place in 
the Alberta Legislature, important 
resolutions heing discussed and thr 
new budget being presented. 

Phe last-named measure being the 
one that awakens most interest in 
the minds of citizens, it is fitting to 
consider it first, and to the greatest 
extent 

It will be welcome news that ne 
avew taxation is to add to the al- 
veady overburdened taxpayers of 
Alberta, except an increase of one 
tent a gallon on gatoline, which has 
been forecast for some weeks. The 
outstanding feature in the govern- 
tu ut’s fiscal measure, and the one 
which is awakening a lot of interest 
in and out of the province, is the 
proposal of the provincial treasurer 
for reducing the debt-burden of the 
province by a new refunding schems 
which appears to be practical and 
sufficiently simple to be workable 

It is a plan for refunding 8131,- 
J00, 000 of debt, by which the govern- 
ment hopes to save $2,000,000 
annually. An estimated deficit of 
$699,479 is being budgeted for the 
tiscal year ending in March, 1936. 

The new refunding plan suggested 
hy Hon. J. R_ Love provides that 
380,000,000, of the provincial debt 
vould be converted into 50-year 
serial debentures of equal annual 
instalments of principal and interest, 
bearing interest at 3! per cent. 
(he sinking fund provision would 
ve eliminated under this plan, which 
is entirely new in Canadian govern- 
ment financing. The details of the 
plan are sure to be given careful 
study by the legislature during the 
next few days. 


Another important matter that 
came before the house was a resolu- 
tion, unanimously adopted by the 
house, urging on the federal govern- 
ment that the ban be placed against 
all unsuitable immigration into the 
country. ‘The resolution was moved 
oy Dr. W. A. Atkinson, Conserva- 
tive, Edmonton, who pointed out 
that while the immigration policy 
f the Dominion was that of the 
Kederal government, the Province 
had suffered by the admission of 
mentally-affected, morally-unsuited 
immigrants, the resolution, sub- 
crbved tu by ail parties, a8Bed that 
che most careful selection of imuni- 
grants at the place of their origin be 
practiced In future 


At the suggestion of a resolution 
idopted by the house an iivitation 
hus been sent to William Aberhart 
f Calgary, widely known advocate 
f Social Credit, to come before a 
Ounuittee of the house aud expound 
iny plan for Social Credit that he 
has Every assistance will be given 
wr Aberhart, if he comes, but there 
are rumors that he may not accept 
the invitation It was pointed out 
by several speakers that the Calgary 
social Credit advocate hus always 
stated that he had no definite plan 
to offer, only a principle that he is 
convinced can be worked out 


Ihe Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police are to stay in Alberta and 
conduct the provincial policing, 


according to indications in the bud- 
get, where, in the estimates, an ap- 
propriation of $225,000. the same 
sum as the year before, is set aside 
for that purpose. Of this eum, 
$175,000 igs the annual payment to 
the Dominion government, and 
$50,000 additional for the transpor- 
tation and maintenance of prisoners. 


Debate on a resolution moved by 
L. A. Giroux, Liberal, Grouardf 
calling for the straightening-out o, 
the Lesser Slave River, beside the 
diverting of the flood-waters of the 
West Prairie and Heart rivers into 
the Little Smoky River, oceupied 
some time in the house. Mr. Giroux 
thought the cost of the work, which 
would save 50,000 acres of flooded 
land from abandonment, would not 
exceed 615,000.

He also 
found that ultra-violet light causes 
the discharge of negatively charged

called fluorite not only became elec- 
trically charged by heat but also by 
exposure to sunlight or to the light 
from an electric are, both of which 
are rich in ultra-violet light. Quartz 
charged when exposed to 
the edges of a quartz prism 
being alternately negative and posi- 
tive. An insulated metal plate be- 
comes highly charged when exposed 
to sunlight. Science has shown that 
material is electrically 
tive to light, regardless of the state 
of that material. All substances give 
off electrons when exposed to a suit- 
able source of light. 

Ultra-violet light will cause solids, 
especially metals, to give off 
trons. All such electrons which are 
ejected from any material by light 
we called photoelectrons. When light 
falls upon films made from the alka- 
line metals, photoelectrons are eject- 
ed from the metallic films at high 
speed, and it is possible to measure
